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It started with book covers. Around 
2005, Lowell photographer Jim Higgins 
needed models to appear in cover images 
he was shooting for various publications. 
A longtime friend of Angkor Dance 
Troupe founder, Tim Thou, Higgins 
began working with Monica Veth and 
Sophy Leng, two members of the troupe 
who quickly proved to be more than 
just models but rather actors telling 
stories one frame at a time. With these 
early collaborations, Flying Orb 
Productions was bom and today continues 
to tell engaging stories one frame at a 
time in a truly unique way. 

Flying Orb is a multi -platform 
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performance company, producing 
films, dance performances, and live 
theater shows. The cast, which after 
growing over the years, remains primarily 
made up of Cambodian-American veterans 
of the Angkor Dance Troupe. Flying 
Orb uses traditional legends and 
mythology as the basis of their experi- 
mental storytelling, presenting these 
ancient tales in creative and contemporary 
ways, Higgins credits the Dance Troupe 
with instilling a tremendous discipline 
and commitment to art in all of the 



company's performers. Often Higgins 
or co-director Sophorl Ngin will provide 
the frame or outline of the story, but 
each of the performers ultimately fills 
in the details in their own personal way. 

While live performance is a key 
piece of their portfolio-the group hosted 
their first stage production with 20 1 l's 
Nectar of Immortality— Flying Orb is 
most known for their film work. 
Flying Orb utilizes a distinctive stop- 
motion camera technique where each 
frame in the film is actually a still pho- 
tograph, rather than a piece of video 
footage. Some films will take over 
200,000 still photographs to complete. 
The technique, coupled with Flying 
Orb's often-surreal content themes, 
give the productions a truly unique look.

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Governor Patrick hosts Ethnic Media Roundtable

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One Februaiy 20th, for the first time, 
KhmerPostUSA was in attendance at 
Governor Deval Patrick's Ethnic Media 
Roundtable discussion at the Massachusetts 
State House. Since first taking office in 
2007, Massachusetts Governor Deval 
Patrick has pledged his commitment to 
reaching out to all the residents of the 
Commonwealth. One of the ways in which 
he reaches out to specific audiences in the 
state is through engaging directly with the 
ethnic media outlets multiple times per 
year. 

The governor, who had earlier in the 
day presented his reform package to 
reduce prison recidivism, met for an hour 
with representatives from several local 
and regional papers from throughout the 
state, discussing both his reform package 
and the topics important to the communities 
represented. Asked about following the 
REAL ID model of New York State for 
undocumented immigrants, Patrick offered 
the pros and cons of a dual identification 
system. The governor also offered his 
advice for whomever follows him in the 
office next year (After serving two terms 
as governor, Patrick is not running for 
reelection in the fall) . 

Answering a question from Khmer 
Post s Soben Pin, Governor Patrick also 
addressed the language and cultural barriers 
for immigrant business owners in communities 


such as Lowell. In discussing existing small 
business support programs, Patrick noted "I 
want to acknowledge the practical barrier 
that language has for programs that are 
otherwise good. " 

Governor Patrick also recalled his 
"fabulous" visit to the Merrimack Valley 
Sandbox, expressing what a great time he 
had talking with the entrepreneurs and 
mentors of the Accelerator Program after 
an invitation from Sandbox founder Desh 
Deshpande. 

As he prepares to leave office next 
January, Governor Patrick was asked 
about his legacy concerning immigrants in 
the Commonwealth.

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Gareth Evans Calls for Sanctions 
on Government 
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Saturday, March 1, 2014

Gareth Evans, the former Australian 
foreign minister who played a key role in 
the political settlement that ended 
Cambodia's civil war, has called for 
sanctions against the CPP government of 
Prime Minister Hun Sen, which he says 
has been "getting away with murder." 

Mr. Evans was appointed Australian 
foreign minister in September 1988, only 
two months after the first meeting 
between Mr. Hun Sen's Soviet-backed 
regime and the U.S. -backed resistance 
led by Prince Norodom Sihanouk, and he 
was the first international figure to for- 
mally propose reunification of the coun- 
try under the auspices of the U.N., which 
would come to pass in 1993. 

Writing an opinion column on 
Wednesday for Project Syndicate, which 
claims syndication in more than 400 
newspapers, Mr. Evans, who has main- 
tained a close friendship with Mr. Hun 
Sen’s government since the peace 
process of the 1980s and early 1990s, 


said he has lost hope that the ruling party 
is interested in protecting human rights 
or liberal democracy in the country. 

"Cambodia's government has been 
getting away with murder," Mr, Evans 
writes, before describing the onslaught 
by military police who shot dead five 
protesting garment workers and impris- 
oned more than 20 last month. 

Mr, Evans-who was in 1994 
described as "the father of Cambodia" by 
ChheangVun, a senior lawmaker from 
the ruling CPP-states that the recent 
killings form part of a "pattern" of strate- 
gic violence used by the govemment- 
with international impunity-when its 
power is threatened. 

He mentions summary killings of 
political opponents of the CPP and com- 
plete seizure of the mechanics of govern- 
ment in 1997 when Mr. Hun Sen's forces 
defeated forces loyal to Prince 
NorodomRanariddh, which he says was 
met with an inadequate response from 
"Cambodia-fatigue[d| " governments 
around the world, but should serve as a 
lesson for today.

Kanharith Reiterates No TV Station 
for Broadcaster Sonando

ARY 27, 2014 

Information Minister Khieu 
Kanharith on Wednesday revealed plans 
to split state-run TVK into three sep- 
arate television stations but reiterated 
that no frequencies are available for 
independent radio broadcaster Mom 
Sonando. 

Mr. Sonando, who owns Beehive 
radio station, has over the past several 
years repeatedly requested a TV broadcast 
license only to be rejected each time 
on the grounds of a bandwidth shortage. 

He last submitted a request on 
February 10. 

"Now we don't have television 
stations to offer because there are no 
frequencies," Mr. Kanharith claimed on 
the sidelines of the Ministry of Information's 
annual meeting Wednesday. 

"The main thing now is that we 
push through a digital [broadcasting] 
system. TVK will be split into three 
channels because it has so many pro- 
grams. There will be channels for 
political programs, entertainment 


programs and education or general 
news." 

Mr. Sonando said by telephone 
he could not understand Mr. Kanharith's 
refusals to grant him a license amid 
approvals for many other broadcasters. 

"He is talking without reason," 
Mr. Sonando said. 

"Why is his side offering fre- 
quencies to operate TV and radio? I 
have requested this since 2005." 

"I will wait one more week and 
if I have no response from the ministiy 
[concerning the latest license request], 
1 will hold a protest in front of the 
Ministry of Information," Mr. Sonando 
added. 

The last protest by Mr. Sonando at 
the ministry in January was crushed 
by military police armed with batons, 
smoke and stun grenades.

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Royalists Question Wisdom of Ranariddh's 
Planned Return

Senior leaders of Funcinpec, the 
party that Prince NorodomRanariddh 
led to victory in the U.N.-sponsored 
election of 1993, have questioned the 
wisdom of the prince's decision to 
return to the political realm by creat- 
ing a new political party. 

Prince Ranariddh, who was pushed 
out of the presidency of Funcinpec in 
2006 before creating the Norodom 
Ranariddh Party, which later collapsed 
back into Funcinpec, on Sunday 
announced the creation of the Community 
of Royalist People Party (CRPP). 

The prince said in a radio interview 
this week that he was creating the party 
to help unite the country after the 
"problems" arising from last year's 
national election, and to promote the 
royalist politics of the late King Father 


Norodom Sihanouk. 

"I want to mobilize nationalism 
and Sihanoukism to form my party 
and restore the royal family," the Prince 
said. 

Prince SisowathSirirath, who 
served as a' co-minister of defense in 
Prince Ranariddh's coalition government 
in the 1990s, said Prince Ranariddh's 
quest for political power could be 
hampered by perceptions that he pre- 
viously governed carelessly. 

"A leader needs to gain love and 
adulation from the people, and so he 
must not flip-flop," he said, also sug- 
gesting that Prince Ranariddh's new 
bid for office" may lack an organic 
base. 

KeoPuthRasmey, who replaced 
Prince Ranariddh as Funcinpec s pres- 
ident in 2006 and is the husband of 
Princess NorodomArunrasmy, who

attended the event and talked about 
many Federal and State Issues. 

Congresswoman Tsongas spoke 
about the great damage that last fall's 



shutdown of the Federal government 
caused to the economy but also said 
she now sees signs that the Democrats 
and Republicans have learned that 
they must work together 

to get anything accomplished. 
She said the process is still messy but 
people have learned that no legisla- 
tion will pass in Washington unless it 
has bipartisan support. 

State Representative Kevin 
Murphy who represents the Highlands 
and Acre neighborhoods of Lowell 
spoke next. He said the most important 
part of economic development is to 
support the businesses that already 
operate here in Lowell. One way to 
do that is to ensure that any increase 
in the minimum wage is modest so 
that small businesses are not harmed.

State Representative James 
Arciero who represents Westford, 
Littleton and part of Chelmsford said 
that many major high tech companies 
such as IBM and Kronos are located 


in his district. The challenge in his 
towns is a lack of public transporta- 
tion. He said that the young people 
who work at these companies prefer 
living in cities and not in suburbs and 
that many do not even own cars and 
rely on public transportation. Making 
trains and buses more convenient for 
workers is an important issue for 
Representative Arciero. 

State Representative Marc 
Lombardo represents Billerica and 
was also the only Republican elected 
official who participated (the rest 
were Democrats). Lombardo criti- 
cized state government for imposing 
too many regulations and fees on 
small businesses. His believes that 
before any new regulations or taxes 
are enacted their impact on business 
profitability should be considered. 

State Representative Dave 
Nangle who represents Belvidere, 
South Lowell and part of Chelmsford 
talked about the importance of state 
government support for the elderly. 
As an example, he said the state con- 
tributes more than $250 million per 
year to Elder Services, an agency that 
helps older people stay in their homes 
as an alternative to moving to nursing 
homes. 

State Senator Ken Donnelly who 
represents Billerica, Lexington and 
Arlington said the transportation bill 
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that recently passed the legislature is a 
very important tool for economic 
development. He said that when 
employees are stuck in traffic jams, 
they are not being productive so mak- 
ing our transportation system more 
efficient helps business. Senator 
Donnelly also said more money 
should be given to Community 
Colleges and Vocational High Schools 
to provide older workers with training 
in new technologies so that the work- 
ers will continue to have skills that are 
valuable to employers. 

The final speaker was 
Representative Tom Golden who rep- 
resents the Lowell neighborhoods of 
Centralville and Pawtucketville and 
part of Chelmsford.

Clemente Park is an important 
part of Lowell's Cambodia Town 
neighborhood and the scene of intense 
volleyball games and many other fun 
activities. More than 100 years ago 
this park was the site of one of the 
most modern baseball stadiums in 
America. Built in 1906 and named 
Washington Park, the baseball stadium 
had 3500 seats and was home to the 
Lowell Tigers of the professional New

popular when the park first opened, 
people soon lost interest in the baseball 
team and attendance dropped. This 
caused the owner to sell the team. 
The new owner moved the team to a 
new location. Without a baseball 
team, the stadium at Washington Park 
was neglected and was eventually 
torn down. After a few years the city 
of Lowell took over space as a city 
park and built several small fields for 
local softball and baseball teams. 

The park kept the name 
Washington Park until 1973 when the 
Lowell City Council voted to rename 
the park Roberto Clemente Park in 
honor of the all star outfielder of the 
Pittsburgh Pirates who died at the 
peak of his baseball career while flying 
emergency supplies to his homeland 
of Nicaragua after a devastating earth-

party in last year’s election, said the party would 
be watching the Prince's new royalist party. 

"Prince Ranariddh has come and go so many 
times," Mr. PuthRasmey said. "Frankly, he is hard 
to predict, so I want to wait six months or a year to 
see how serious Prince Ranariddh is, or whether he 
has just come to make some noise." 

"We will see if he is serious [enough] to lead 
Funcinpec." 

Nhek Bun Chhay, who as a deputy prime minister 
in the current government is the last serving 
Funcinpec member to hold public office, said the 
Prince's decision to create a new party belied his 
stated intention to help unite the country. 

"The Prince himself is in the royal family, in 
which he is the brother and Princess Arunrasmy is 
the sister," General Bun Chhay said. "Can they 
unite? And if not, how can he unite others?" 

Prince Ranariddh has not responded to 
requests for comment on his decision to create a 
new royalist party. 

Prince SisowathThomico, a founding member 
of Funcinpec . who defected to the opposition 
CNRP last year, said that die time for royalist politics 
in Cambodia had come and passed. 

"There's no place for royalist politics in 
Cambodia anymore," Prince Thomico said. "It's a 
bi-polar world now in Cambodia, between the politics 
of the CPP and the CNRP."

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"At the time, I wanted to believe that 
these reverses would be temporary, and there 
were too many like me," Mr. Evans writes, 

"Since then, while preserving a 
democratic facade, Hun Sen has ruled, for 
aU practical purposes, as an autocrat, showing 
scant regard for rights of free expression 
and association-and resorting to violent 
repression whenever he has deemed it 
necessary to preserve his and his party's 
position." 

"For far too long, Hun Sen and his 
colleagues have been getting away with 
violence, human-rights abuses, corruption, 
and media and electoral manipulation 
without serious internal or external chal- 
lenge," 

In his article, Mr. Evans also describes 
as "plausible" an accusation that more 
than 20 of Mr. Hun Sen's closest associates 
have "each amassed more than $1 billion 
through misappropriation of state assets/" 

"I know Hun Sen and worked well 
with him in the past, I have resisted strong 
public criticism until now, because I 
thought there was hope for both him and 
his government," Mr. Evans writes. 

"But their behavior has now moved 
beyond the civilized pale. It is time for 
Cambodia's political leaders to be named, 
shamed, investigated, and sanctioned by 
the international community," he concludes. 

Mr. Hun Sen and Mr. Evans last met 
publicly in September 2010, when the pair 


appeared with Prince Norodom Sirivudh 
and Australian-born Cambodia historian 
Milton Osborne on a panel at a University 
of Melbourne retrospective in Phnom Penh. 
At the event, the pair praised each other 
foT helping to promote peace and stability 
in Cambodia. 

"I would like to extend a particularly 
heartfelt welcome back to Cambodia to 
the honorable professor Gareth Evans... 
for his personal role and great contribution 
to Cambodia’s national reconciliation 
and reconstruction," Mr. Hun Sen said at 
the conference. 

In response to the prime minister’s 
praise, Mr, Evans said that while there 
had been "serious bumps along the way" 
in Cambodian democracy since 1993, the 
country had prospered under the leadership 
of Mr. Hun Sen. 

"It is important-and accurate-to see 
the glass as half-full rather than half- 
empty," he said at the time, praising the 
vibrancy of Phnom Penh and economic 
growth in the country since 1993. 

"[It] is a great credit to Prime 
Minister Hun Sen and his team... who 
obviously have an intense commitment 
to the future of Cambodia, and the majority 
of Cambodians strongly behind them," he 
continued. 

Mr. Evans also calls in his article 
for Julie Bishop, the current Australian 
foreign minister who visited Phnom 


Penh last week, to drop "quiet diplomacy" 
and pick up a "loud megaphone" in her 
dealings with Cambodia. 

Contacted for further comment Thursday, 
Mr, Evans said he hoped his criticism 
would give the government pause. 

"It may be that my voice this time 
around will make the government realize 
it fundamentally has to change its behavior 
or there will be nothing left of Cambodia’s 
reputation and credibility," he said. 

Mr. Vun, the CPP lawmaker who 
described Mr. Evans as "the father of 
Cambodia" and who also served as Cambodia’s 
ambassador to Australia, on Thursday said 
little about Mr. Evans' scathing comments 
directed at his party and the government, 

"Gareth's words do not give me a 
headache," Mr. Vun said. 

Mr. Evans, who served as Australian 
foreign minister between September 
1988 and March 1996 and later became 
president of the respected International 
Crisis Group think tank, proposed the 
idea of a U.N.- administered reunification 
of Cambodia to the Australian Senate in 
November 1989. 

The idea was almost immediately 
met with positive, if wary, reactions 
from the Vietnamese Foreign Ministry 
and Cambodia's resistance forces on the 
Thai border, who in July 1988 had held 
their first meeting on possible peace in 
Cambodia after almost 10 years of war.
